THE SISTER OF 
MERCY 


A controversial health boss who 
was asked to help carry out a re¬ 
view of maternity services at 
Epsom and St Helier hospitals is 
sisiter-in-law to the health 
trust’s chief executive. 

Ruth Harrison, dubbed the “Angel 
of Death” by her critics, walked 
away from the review after the 
Epsom Guardian revealed she had 
been in charge of a trust where 33 
people died from the C diff infection. 

She is still a partner in Durrow 
which retains the £52,000 contract to 
carry out administration of the ma¬ 
ternity services review which could 
lead to the closure of health services 
at Epsom. Durrow was asked by the 
trust and two PCTs to carry out the 
review. 

And it has been revealed she is the 
sister-in-law of the chief executive 
of Epsom and St Helier University 
Hospitals NHS Trust, Samantha 
Jones. Mrs Jones declared the rela¬ 
tionship and complied with all legal 
requirements before Durrow was 
given the contract. 

Chris Grayling, Epsom’s MP said: 
“If something is properly declared

there should not be an issue. Ruth 
Harrison’s relationship with the 
chief executive is not the issue - the 
problem is that she has been con¬ 
cerned with implementing the clo¬ 
sure of maternity units elsewhere. 
It is totally inappropriate she should 
be involved in the review.” 

This week a joint statement was is¬ 
sued on behalf of Sutton and Mer¬ 
ton Primary Care Trust, Epsom and 
St Helier University Hospitals NHS 
Trust and Surrey Primary Care 
Trust which said that several con¬ 
sultancies had tendered to take part 
in the first phase of a review of 
women and children’s services. 

A spokesman said: “Samantha 
Jones, chief executive of Epsom and 
St Helier, declared a personal interest 
in the process to the two PCTs in¬ 
volved. This was that she knew one of 
her relatives, Ruth Harrison, worked 
for Durrow. She also declared the 
link through Epsom and St Helier’s 
official declaration of interest pro-

cess by informing the trust’s chair¬ 
man and director of finance. 

“In view of the chief executive’s 
declared position, the decision to ap¬ 
point Durrow was agreed, from an 
Epsom and St Helier perspective, by 
the trust chairman, John Davey.” 

It added that Durrow’s role was 
mainly administrative and did not 
involve decision making. 

The review is being independently 


chaired by Professor Ian John 
Lewis, a consultant paediatric and 
adolescent oncologist from Leeds 
Teaching Hospitals NHS Trust, who 
was nominated by the Department 
of Health.

When police officers from 
Epsom began a Home Office 
initiative to clamp down on 
boozy teens drinking in pub¬ 
lic, they expected to confis¬ 
cate the usual cans of cheap 
lager, bottles of alcopops or 
wine. 

But they never expected to 
find a group of youths rolling 
a keg of beer down the middle 
of a street. 

This is what happened on 
Friday, February 15, just off 
the High Street outside 
Nando’s restaurant. 

Dissatisfied with the stan¬ 
dard selection of beers and 
spirits on offer in local shops, 
the beer-swilling youths de¬ 
cided to take binge drinking 
to a new level and pinched the 
keg in an attempt to quench 
their considerable thirsts. 

Their celebrations were cut 
short when they came face-to- 
face with police officers in a 
nearby alleyway and were 
forced to ditch the drink as 
they made a bid for freedom. 


The beer had been stolen 
from behind a snooker club in 
the High Street. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Officers returned the keg to 
the snooker club and took the 
opportunity to give them 
some security advice to try to 


prevent further thefts.” 

The Confiscation of Alcohol 
Campaign 2008 saw police offi¬ 
cers and police community 
safety officers (PCSOs) seiz¬ 
ing alcohol from underage 
drinkers across the borough, 
and dispersing groups that 


could have caused antisocial 
behaviour problems or disor¬ 
der. 

The Epsom and Ewell cam¬ 
paign saw officers confiscate 
the keg, 45 cans of lager, 11 
bottles of lager, eight cans of 
cider and one bottle of cider. 

Ailsa Quinlan, Neighbour¬ 
hood Inspector for Epsom and 
Ewell, said: “I am very 
pleased with the outcome of 
the campaign and would like 
to pay tribute to the hard 
work of the safer neighbour¬ 
hood teams throughout the 
borough. 

“Young people drinking al¬ 
cohol are more likely to be¬ 
come involved in crime and 
disorder and are also more 
vulnerable to becoming vic¬ 
tims of crime. 

“We are committed to stop¬ 
ping this problem and will 
continue to seize alcohol from 
anyone caught drinking it il¬ 
legally.

Fishy fraudsters reel in elderly 


The Sainsbury’s superstore 
in Kiln Lane, Epsom, is about 
to get even bigger - taking 
over the neighbouring Hal¬ 
fords store if Epsom’s plan¬ 
ners give permission. 

The proposed changes 
would increase Sainsbury’s 
from 5,675 sq m to 8,029 sq m 
to give it more space to sell 
non-food items. 

But the plans, to be consid¬ 
ered at tonight’s meeting of 
Epsom’s planning committee 
have not found favour with 
everyone. 

Local residents have writ¬ 
ten objecting to the proposal 
on the grounds of worsening 
existing traffic problems, in¬ 
creased lorry traffic, and in¬ 
creased traffic congestion at 
the Kiln Lane junction with 
East Street. 

In spite of their objections, 
councillors are expected to 
approve the application 
which also proposes the re¬ 
moval of the existing car 
wash, the development of a 
new one near the petrol sta¬ 
tion, and an increase in park¬ 
ing spaces from 701 to 737. 


Come and 
have a go 

Families are being invited to a 
experience dance, culture, food 
and fun at a lifestyle day in 
Epsom next month. 

The free event is being held 
at The Ebbisham Centre on 
April 5 and will include a show 
and interactive workshop by 
Surrey Young Dancemakers, 
as well as a belly dancing per¬ 
formance and a dragon dance 
with martial arts demonstra¬ 
tion. 

There will also be various 
stalls and stands for visitors to 
browse, including arts and 
crafts activities for children 
for a small charge. 


An elderly woman was left feel¬ 
ing vulnerable and embar¬ 
rassed after heartless conmen 
pressurised her into paying 
nearly £1,000 for fresh fish. 

The 80-year-old woman, who 
does not want to be identified, 
opened her front door to the 
tricksters, who pulled up in an 
unmarked van at her Epsom 
home last week. 

Practically forcing their way 
in, the men began loading her 
freezer up with the fish and 
then demanded £3,000 for pro¬ 
duce which they had bought for 
a mere £60. 

Linda Plested, a trading stan¬ 
dards officer who works for 
Surrey County Council dealt 
with the victim and said she 
had been left traumatised. 

“Initially they wanted £3,000 
for the fish,” she said. “But they 
took some back from her, nego¬ 
tiated a deal and did it for £980. 
It was all very pressurised. 

“The men were acting very

friendl. Her gardener actually 
thought she knew them be¬ 
cause they were so friendly. 
They were over-friendly and 
very forceful.” 

Once the men had gone, the 
gardener decided to contact the 
police, who in turn contacted 
trading standards - which has 
sent away the fish for analysis. 

Trading standards revealed it 
was testing the fish for mala¬ 
chite green, a toxic chemical 
with which the fish could be 
contaminated. 

Mrs Plested said: “She feels 
very vulnerable, she feels 
stupid and she shouldn’t do. 

“These guys are professionals 
at what they do, they have the 
gift of the gab. 

“She lives on her own and is 
now nervous about opening the 
door and keeps the chain on all 
the time,” she added. 


Another elderly couple living 
on the same estate were also 
conned into paying £80 for 10 
small packs of fish. 

The fraudsters usually buy 
the fish from quays in the 
north-east of England and they 
are packaged in polystyrene 
trays covered by cling film. An 
individual tray costs between 
£1.50 and £2.00 

“We would really like to hear 
from other people who have 
been conned in the same way” 
Mrs Plested added. “People are 
often too embarrassed to tell us 
but they shouldn’t be. 

“We are tracking the men and 
think they come from the north 
of England which is where the 
fish is from. It’s a long way to 
come, but it’s probably worth 
their while.”

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NEWS brief 

CHILDREN’S PLAYGROUND:Work 
is due to start on renovating 
the children’s playground in 
Ashtead Recreation Ground 
and installing new equip¬ 
ment on Monday, March 17. 
The £55,000 project will take 
between six and eight weeks 
to complete and the play¬ 
ground will be closed during 
this time. Mole Valley Coun¬ 
cil held a consultation exer¬ 
cise and gave local school 
children the chance to vote 
on the type of equipment 
they wanted in the play¬ 
ground. A new playhouse is 
to be installed and new play 
equipment for children and 
for toddlers will be erected 
while some of the existing 
equipment will be renovated. 

EMPLOYEE’S CHOICE: The Mall, 
owner of The Mall Ashley at 
Epsom, has been placed at 
number 59 in the Sunday 
Times Top 100 companies to 
work for. The placement was 
based mainly on feedback 
from the company’s staff and 
an evaluation of the compa¬ 
ny’s policies, practices and 
processes. The Mall team is 
made up of over 380 directly 
employed staff aged between 
16 and 75. Gaynor Gillespie, 
human resources director at 
The Mall said: “This is fan¬ 
tastic news for us, especially 
as we are the only shopping 
centre owner and operator to 
have been placed on the list 
this year.”

Council plans 
for Derby day 

Plans for this year’s Derby festi¬ 
val are already underway, with 
most of the council’s depart¬ 
ments getting involved in the 
organisation process. 

Although details are yet to be 
finalised, a spokeswoman for 
Epsom and Ewell Council said 
that the planning stages had 
begun last year immediately 
after the two-day event had 
ended. 

She said: “Anything that is 
temporary or brought in just for 
the occasion we are involved 
with. There are a number of 
things that we need to look at 
such as food hygiene and 
whether temporary structures 
are safe. We also need to check 
the clean-up operation is in 
place so it is ready to go imme¬ 
diately once the festival is over.” 

Although neighbouring bor¬ 
oughs such as Reigate and 
Banstead Council and Mole Val¬ 
ley Council are not involved 
with the organisation, the coun¬ 
cil is working closely with the 
emergency services and the 
highways agency. 

Two months ago race bosses 
warned that the prestigious fes¬ 
tival may have to go ahead with¬ 
out a sponsor as organisers 
struggled to find someone to 
back the event, following Voda¬ 
fone’s decision to pull out. But 
last month the mobile phone 
giant revealed it would sponsor 
the Derby for one final year. 


Police arrest ‘tooled up’ gang 


A potential bloodbath was 
averted this week when police 
swooped on an armed gang of 
schoolchildren intent on 
harming a Blenheim High 
pupil who had copied someone 
else’s grafitti tag. 

Armed with hammers and 
knuckle-dusters, it is thought 
they had been planning to am¬ 
bush a pupil who attends the 
secondary school in Long- 
mead Road. 

Members of the gang, who 
call themselves the Invincible 
Cambridge Crew, travelled 
from Kingston following a 
blazing row with a year 11

pupil at Blenheim who had 
sprayed the same “tag” 
around the Longmead estate. 

A parent of a student at the 
school who witnessed the 
event said she was stunned by 
what had happened and had 
begun to question the safety of 
her child. 

“The gang got annoyed 
about the graffiti and con¬ 
fronted the student on Mon¬ 
day afternoon as he left 
school,” she said. “Worryingly 
he had a knife on him and 


pulled it out but nothing hap¬ 
pened. Then on Tuesday a 
group of them turned up at 
the end of the day and were 
waiting near the gates for 
him. 

“They were all tooled up and 
had iron bars, hammers and 
knuckle-dusters. 

“Luckily the police were 
called by staff at the school 
and they were taken away. I’m 
very worried about it all 
though, there is a big yobbish 
culture going on. 

“The one thing I will say, 
knowing about the knife inci¬ 
dent on Monday I did phone 


the school yesterday morning 
anonymously, but they said 
they couldn’t do anything 
unless eyewitnesses came for¬ 
ward.” 

Pauline Gabriel, PA to head¬ 
teacher Teresa Leach, said 
that although the incident had 
taken place yards from their 
school, they knew nothing 
about it. “It was an incident 
not involving any students 
from the school,” she said. 

A Surrey police spokesman 
said five of the gang members 
had been arrested in nearby 
Sefton Road. 

“The incident took place be¬ 


tween 3.10pm and 4pm on 
Tuesday, March 11, when offi¬ 
cers arrested five teenage 
males at the scene and seized 
a number of weapons,” he 
said. 

“A 17-year-old male, three 16- 
year-old males and a 14-year- 
old male were all arrested for 
public order offences and have 
all been bailed to reappear at 
Staines police station on Tues¬ 
day, April 22.

Richardson, 45, who works 
at the TA Centre in Ewell as 
a fitter in the transport sec¬

They were responsible for 
the safety of other soldiers 
by supplying up-to-the- 
minute accurate and de¬ 
tailed maps.

“Our work load would de¬ 
pend very much on the 
weather and how many op¬ 
erations our Nato troops 
were carrying out, as soon 
as operations began moving 
up a gear, then we were 
working flat out supplying 
maps and advice to the 
troops.” 

All four of the Territorials 
served in Kabul for a six 
month tour of duty helping 
to supply maps of the whole 
of the country, including 
road maps and street maps 
to the Nato troops in 
Afghanistan.

An elderly woman had her 
home broken into last week by 
men pretending to be police 
officers.

Detective Sergeant Kimball 
Edey said: “These incidents 
have left the elderly victims 
very shaken. Distraction bur¬ 
glaries are particularly coward¬ 
ly crimes which take advantage 
of the elderly and vulnerable 
members of our community.” 

The first thief was white, 
slim, about 20 years old and 5ft 
6ins to 5ft 8ins tall. He had short 
hair, a round chubby face and 
was wearing a black leather 
jacket and a black leather 
peaked hat. The second man 
was white and in his mid 20s. 
He had a pointed face, was 
scruffier than his partner, and 
was wearing old-looking jeans.

A close friend of Mr Patel 
said he had received an 
overwhelming amount of 
support but that he is still 
waiting to hear if he will be 
charged under race hate 
laws for displaying a sign 
about sharia law. 

“On Saturday he went 
down to Epsom police sta¬ 
tion to see what was happen¬ 


ing but they told him they 
have no record that it has 
been closed,” the friend 
said. “It beggars belief that 
a police officer told him 
nearly a month ago that his 
sergeant was going to ring 
him to tell him what was 
happening but he has heard 
nothing, they’re just not 
bothered. 

“He’s having to waste his 


time and chase them up but 
he can’t keep going to the 
police station and asking 
them. 

“He’s not at ease because 
he doesn’t know what is 
happening, he just wants to 
live his life and run the 
shop. 

A police spokesman said: 
“There is no police investi¬ 
gation into the display of 


signs at the newsagents. 
They were not asked to take 
the signs down by police. 

“The decision to take down 
the signs was entirely down 
to the newsagents. Staff vol¬ 
unteered to take down the 
signs without any request 
from Surrey Police to do so.

People power has defeated the managers 
at Epsom General Hospital who have done 
a u-turn and backed down over the ban¬ 
ning of car boot sales in its car park.

Bess, who was awarded an MBE for her 
charitable work, has raised almost £3mil- 
lion for the hospital with her tireless work 
arranging money raising events. 

People were outraged at her treatment 
and the excuses hospital management of¬ 
fered for the ban, including damage to the 
car park surface, sellers using the hospital 
toilets and inconvenience to hospital staff 
and visitors. 

But last week Epsom and St Helier Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS Trust announced 
Bess would be allowed to hold her car boot 
sales, but in a different part of the car park.

Environmental health officers from 
Epsom and Ewell Borough Council 
were called to the Indian takeaway 
shop on June 29 last year following a 
complaint from a customer. 

When the team visited they were 
stunned to find the kitchen crawling 
with cockroaches. They immediately 
took emergency action to close the 
business down overnight and the fol¬ 
lowing day pest control was called in 
to destroy them. 

Ali was fined £3,500 for each food 
safety offence, £8,000 for the health

A new type of uniformed officer ventured 
on to the streets of Epsom this week. 

Fifteen police support officers (PSOs) 
started work on Tuesday with police re¬ 
sponse teams in a pilot scheme in the 
north Surrey police division. 

The division is one of 11 areas selected 
to take part in a modernisation pro¬ 
gramme aimed at improving police effi¬ 
ciency and flexibility. The aim of the PSOs 
is to free up police officers from routine 
tasks and administration. 

Unlike police community support offi¬ 
cers, their task is not to interact with the 
public but to provide back up support to 
police officers.

PSOs will help response teams by taking 
on jobs which do not require the full skills 
of a police officer and the power of arrest. 

These include completing logs at the 
scene of a crime, setting up cordons at 
road accidents, transporting seized prop¬ 
erty, taking crime reports, scene guarding 
and assisting in the movement of prison¬ 
ers. 

The role is designed to release police of¬ 
ficers from routine tasks and reduce the 
time they spend completing paperwork or 
waiting in custody areas.

The PSOs, who wear a uniform includ¬ 
ing a pale blue shirt, blue tie, maroon 
epaulets and a maroon hat band, have un¬ 
dergone a nine-week training course and 
will undergo a further six-week course. 

Their work will be evaluated after 12 
months to measure its impact on the effi¬ 
ciency of day-to-day policing. 

North Surrey divisional commander, 
Chief Superintendent Steve Rodhouse, 
said: “Making the best use of skills within 
the force is the ultimate aim of this initia¬ 
tive. 

“Both the public and officers themselves 
want to see police spending more time out 
on the streets investigating crime and 
making arrests and less time inside police 
stations completing paperwork. 

“Having the additional support of PSOs 
will allow sworn officers to delegate a va¬ 
riety of routine tasks leaving them free to 
make more effective use of their powers.”

A teenager has been found guilty of sexu¬ 
ally assaulting a young woman in a bed 
and breakfast in Rose Hill. 

In a re-trial, Ali Hassan, 19, was convict¬ 
ed of sexual assault against a girl of the 
same age. 

The court heard the victim was ap¬ 
proached by Hassan in a corridor late at 
night on July 17 last year. 

“I had seen him there before,” the victim 
said. “But I hadn’t spoken to him. I didn’t 
know his name. I went on walking up the 
stairs and realised he was behind me. 

“I was just about to open my door with 
the key when he pushed me against the 
wall. I didn’t have time to react, but I was 
shouting at him to get off me 

“He was biting my neck. I couldn’t 
scream; I was in shock. He moved my 
arms above my head and pinned them 
with his right hand.” 

Hassain then unzipped her jacket but 
she was able to push him against the oppo¬ 
site wall. “He tried to pull my trousers 
down but he didn’t succeed. We were 
pushing each other. I was holding his 
wrists,” she added. 

Hassan then bit her on the breasts and 
over her clothes. Eventually the victim 
was able to break free and she locked her¬ 
self in her room. 

Hassan, from Rose Hill, denied he was 
present at the time of the attack and said 
it was someone else from the multi-occu¬ 
pied council-owned property. 

He was remanded in custody to April 25 
after the judge asked for reports to be 
made on his potential danger to the pub¬ 
lic. 

Judge David Ellis said: “This was a seri¬ 
ous and unpleasant sexual attack.”

High winds cause chaos

Storm force winds and torrential rain 
brought chaos and disruption to Sutton 
and Epsom this week. 

Fallen trees closed roads and train travel 
was delayed on some routes. 

The M25 was closed because of flooding 
between junctions nine and 10 - Leather- 
head to Cobham - and even when it was 
opened again, traffic was almost at a 
standstill. 

The Environment Agency issued flood 
warnings for the River Mole at Leather- 
head after it overflowed its banks, but by 
Wednesday morning - in spite of more 
rain - the warning had been lifted. 

In Sutton, trees, including one in Gan¬ 
der Green Lane, and walls in residential 
roads in North Cheam were blown over by 
fierce winds. 

Woodlands Road in Leatherhead, a busy 
road between Leatherhead and Cobham, 
was closed for a time while a tree which 
had fallen across it was removed. 

Two trees, including an oak, were blown 
over on Ashtead Common and the rangers 
toured the area looking for more storm 
damage. 

A spokesman for the City of London, 
which owns the common, said: “Luckily 
the damage was minimal - we got off 
quite lightly.”

Elderly forum 


The charismatic founder of Sut¬ 
ton Seniors’ Forum Anne Eaton 
died just five weeks before her 
100th birthday. 

After a successful working life as 
a headmaster’s assistant in Haver¬ 
ing Mrs Eaton moved to Sutton in 
1995 to be closer to her daughter 
Wendy 

But rather than slowing down 
she threw herself into local life 
and political activism. She joined 
the Town Women’s Guild and soon 
became the group’s secretary - de¬ 
spite promising her daughter she 
would not. 

Sutton Seniors’ Forum was 
started when Mrs Eaton went to 
Sutton Library to ask if one exist¬ 
ed locally.

Having been a member of a sim¬ 
ilar forum while living in Haver¬ 
ing, Mrs Eaton was able to use her 
knowledge and experience to set it 
up and it is still going strongly 13 
years later. 

The forum’s chairman David 
Dombey paid tribute to Mrs

Eaton, with whom he had proudly 
marched to 10 Downing Street to 
protest against the poor deal for 
pensioners. 

“Everybody knew her and asked 
after her. My wife Brenda and I 
never realised how old Anne was 
when we first met her in 1995 
since she was so spritely and was 
able to walk into Sutton - and she 
must then have been 87,” he said. 

The forum had planned a 100th 
birthday card for Mrs Eaton and 
had featured her in its latest 
newsletter, only to find out that 
she had died. 

She is survived by daughters 
Valerie and Wendy, her two grand¬ 
children and two great-grandchil¬ 
dren. 

The funeral takes place today 
(Thursday) in Newcastle but a big¬ 
ger memorial service for family 
and friends is planned for the 
summer in Sutton.

2,000-strong petition to 
save Nonsuch Mansion 


Almost 2,000 people - includ¬ 
ing the Mayor of Epsom and 
Ewell, Councillor Jean Steer - 
signed a petition to save Non¬ 
such Mansion House at the 
weekend.

utive committee on March 25. 

Another 110 signatures were 
collected by a Nonsuch Park 
user on Sunday which will be 
added to the tally. 

Surrey County Council, 
which owns most of Nonsuch 
Park, had agreed to offer a long 
lease for a peppercorn rent to 
Epsom and Ewell and Sutton 
councils, which manage the 
park and mansion. 

If the lease is signed it will 
allow them to go ahead with 
plans to restore the mansion 
house to be used for functions 
and public events. 

But Bill Slaughter, chairman

of SARA, said: “A highly 
placed source at Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council has told us that the 
county council may go back on 


its assurance that it will lease 
Nonsuch Park and the Man¬ 
sion House to the boroughs of 
Epsom and Ewell and London 
Borough of Sutton and revert 
to its original plan to sell the 
Mansion House and gardens 
for commercial development.” 

Surrey County Council was 
hit by a storm of protest last 
year after SARA published de¬ 
tails of the planned sell off re¬ 
vealed in a secret report 
prepared for SCC. It has denied 
the planned lease is threatened. 

In spite of the denials SARA 
intends to go on collecting sig¬ 
natures until the meeting on 
March 25.

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College hits bullseye on road to 2012

Until now there have been few 
obvious parallels between 
Epsom College and the crime- 
blighted Newbiggin Hall coun¬ 
cil estate in Northumbria. 

But the two sites were united 
in celebrating an unlikely 
Olympic reward last week. 

They have not won gold 
medals but something poten¬ 
tially more lucrative: inclusion 
on a list of 600 training venues 
for overseas teams competing 
in the London 2012 games. 

Organisers had wanted to en¬ 
sure the benefits of the three- 
week sporting festival reached 
far beyond the wastelands of 
the main site in Stratford. 

They appear to have achieved 
their ambition. National 
Olympic Committees (NOC) 
can now choose between de¬ 
camping to the £23,955-a-year 
independent school or the more 
down-to-earth facilities in 
north-east England. 

Epsom College is already 
abuzz with excitement after 
learning its application has got 
out of the starting blocks. Com¬ 
petitors will be able to prepare 
in the 80-acre grounds for 
archery and fencing, a sport in 
which Britain has never had a 
men’s Olympic champion. 

It is not the first time boarders 
in College Road will have come 
into contact with a potential 
world champion in the making. 

Tim Vine, the comedian who 
holds the world record for 
cracking the most jokes in one 
hour - 499 - is an Old Epsomian. 

The kudos in having Olympic- 


standard sporting facilities is 
perhaps even greater than hav¬ 
ing spawned an unequalled pur¬ 
veyor of pun-laden gags. 

Headteacher Stephen Borth- 
wick says: “We are delighted to 
have been selected for inclusion 
in the London 2012 Pre-Games 
Training Camp Guide. The col¬ 
lege was encouraged to apply at 
the end of last year by Active 
Surrey, the county’s sports body. 

“In the weeks and months 
leading up to the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, athletes 
from all over the world will be 
able to make use of the training 
camps in the UK in order to ex¬ 
perience conditions similar to 
those they will encounter at the 
games themselves. 

“We look forward to being 


able to watch world-class ath¬ 
letes using the college facilities 
to train for the Olympics.” 

The quest to host competitors 
from the 26 sports is almost as 
intense as the race for a podium 
place. All the venues had to pass 
site inspections before being 
listed on the official guide, 
which gives a detailed break¬ 
down of the best places to accli¬ 
matise to British conditions. 

Requirements laid down by 
the London Organising Com¬ 
mittee for the Olympic Games 
and Paralympic Games (Locog) 
were rigorous. 

Training camps needed not 
only world-class facilities but 
spacious, affordable accommo¬ 
dation, food appropriate for ath¬ 
letes and good transport links. 


So, what does Epsom offer du¬ 
ellists other than the chance to 
sharpen their swashbuckling 
skills with the foil, epee and 
sabre? 

And, more to the point, what 
will it offer bowmen other than 
somewhere to arch their arrows 
towards a 12.2cm-diameter tar¬ 
get 70 metres away? 

“The impressive site in Col¬ 
lege Road boasts an extensive 
range of sports facilities, in¬ 
cluding three astroturf pitches, 
swimming pool, squash and 
badminton courts, two indoor 
sports halls and a new fitness 
suite,” one staff member says. 

“It can also offer athletes and 
support staff accommodation, 
catering facilities, a medical 
centre, security, and has good 


road and rail connections to 
London, all key criteria re¬ 
quired by Locog.” 

NOCs are being offered up to 
£25,000 to base themselves in 
the UK. For Epsom College, the 
financial rewards could be con¬ 
siderable if a leading nation is 
wooed. 

Birmingham City Council has 
already landed the United 
States track and field team, 
with the local economy expect¬ 
ed to be boosted by £3million in 
direct spending. 

Tessa Jowell, the Olympics 
Minister, says: “The strength 
and diversity of our sporting in¬ 
frastructure is demonstrated by 
so many high-quality facilities 
having met the strict criteria to 
be included in this guide. This 


is a real opportunity for com¬ 
munities across the UK to capi¬ 
talise on the benefits that 
hosting 2012 offers. 

“There are no guarantees of 
success just by making it into 
the guide. There will be fierce 
competition to host foreign 
teams and individuals, and now 
it is for every nation and region, 
every venue, to sell itself inter¬ 
nationally.” 

Other torch-bearing training 
camps seeking a share of the 
promised riches include Iffley 
Road, the Oxford University 
track where Roger Bannister 
broke the four-minute mile, and 
Brands Hatch, chosen as a base 
for road cycling. 

Sutton is hoping its Arena 
Leisure Centre will be used as a 
training base for the 2012 
Games. 

But Epsom College will be 
heartened by the words of 
Simon Clegg, chief executive of 
the British Olympic Associa¬ 
tion. 

He says: “The last weeks of an 
athlete’s preparation for an 
Olympic Games can have a sig¬ 
nificant impact on their perfor¬ 
mance. 

“I am confident that this 
guide, together with Locog’s 
generous financial award 
scheme, will enable a far 
greater number of Olympic and 
Paralympic teams to partici¬ 
pate in pre-Games training 
within the host nation than in 
any previous Games.”

Using this money’s in¬ 
terest to partially offset the council 
tax increase is not acceptable.” 

Tony Brett Young, the executive 
member for children and learning 
services, forecasted earnings of 
£150,000 this financial year on the 


£6.2million awarded so far by the 
Government. 

He told the meeting: “I can assure 
the chamber our policy will be to 
ring-fence interest on earnings and 
charges to the project. I’m pleased 
the Tory opposition is obviously in 
agreement on this approach.” 

Afterwards, Coun Faulds said he 
was pleased that the Lib Dems had 
“caved in to pressure” to use addi¬ 
tional revenue in interest only for 
the benefit of Stanley Park High 
School in Carshalton. 

But he expressed worries the local 
authority would now have to plug a 
£150,000 shortfall in the budget.

Yet another sewage

A spokeswoman for Thames 
Water denied works were due to 
begin on this day but said engineers 
were waiting for TfL to give them 
the go- ahead. “Thames Water is in 
talks with TfL 
with a view to

Lazy litter habits in Sutton 
are forcing residents to pick 
up a £3.7million tab for 
street-cleaning. 

In response the litter po¬ 
lice, made up of Street 
Scene enforcement officers 
and safer neighbourhood of¬ 
ficers, will hit Wallington 
High Street on March 17 and 
18 to help residents still 
struggling with the concept 
of placing waste in bins. 

Sutton Council’s rubbish 
boss, Councillor Colin Hall, 
said: “The majority of resi¬ 
dents are responsible and 
take pride in Sutton’s 
streets.

Warning over low 
water resources 


Even with this week’s torrential rain water 
shortages are back in the news again. 

Sutton and East Surrey Water’s supply 
area received less than half the long-term 
average rainfall for February. 

Rainfall recorded throughout February 
totalled just one inch, almost 55 per cent 
less than the long-term average of 2.2 inch¬ 
es. 

Last month was also the sunniest Febru¬ 
ary since records began, the Met Office 
said. 

Last year February had more than double 
the average rainfall (4.7ins), showing how 
current weather patterns are not reflecting 
the long-term average. 

“Wet winter months are important be¬ 
cause they help recharge the underground 
aquifers from which we draw the majority 
of our raw water resources. This much 
drier than normal February is an unwel¬ 
come surprise,” said Mike Hegarty, opera¬ 
tions director for Sutton and East Surrey 
Water. 

Bough Beech reservoir, near Edenbridge 
in Kent, is full. But it provides only 15 per 
cent of Sutton and East Surrey Water’s sup¬ 
plies. 

The company’s underground resources, 
which account for 85 per cent of its supply, 
are adequate but with February bucking 
the long-term trend, the hope is that spring 
and summer months will not be abnormal¬ 
ly dry. 

“We can’t control these abnormal weath¬ 
er patterns but we can all control our per¬ 
sonal use of water,” said Mr Hegarty. “If we 
all do something to use less water, or to use 
it more effectively and efficiently, our exist¬ 
ing resources will last longer.”

The daffodils may be 
blooming, but if you want to 
dazzle your visitors with 
summer colour, you ought to 
be thinking about planting 
summer bulbs throughout 
spring.

T he daffodils may be blooming, but if 
you want to dazzle your visitors 
with summer colour, you ought to 
be thinking about planting summer bulbs 
throughout spring. 

While most spring-flowering bulbs can 
be planted at any time in the autumn, 
summer-flowering bulbs need more care. 
Lilies should be planted in early spring 
before the bulbs dry out, while dahlias, 
cannas and begonias are not frost-hardy, 
so if you want to plant them early, start 
them off in pots indoors. 

While dahlias have sprung back into 
fashion in recent years, the once-gaudy 
gladiolus, a favourite of Dame Edna Ever- 
age, is also making a comeback in more 
subtle colours which would suit most 
tastes. 

The delicate-looking Gladiolus cal- 
lianthus ‘Murielae’, originally from cen¬ 
tral Africa, has been crowned the 2008 
Summer Bulb of the Year at the annual 
event hosted by The Netherlands Flower 
Bulb Information Centre. 

This upright perennial with fragrant 
white flowers and distinctive purple 
markings in the throat, has sword-like 
grassy leaves about half as tall as the 18- 
24inch arching flower spikes. 



The flowers look particularly dramatic 
against a dark, leafy backdrop of sum¬ 
mer-flowering evergreens such as cistus 
or escallonia or the deep plum-leafed Pit- 
tosporum tenuifolium Turpureum’. 

It flourishes when planted 10-16cm deep 
in fertile, well drained soil and in full 
sun. 

The flowers bloom from August to 
September. Plant it in an accessible area 
of the garden, such as beside a pathway, 
where you can enjoy the fantastic scent. 

It can be grown outside over summer, 
but often there’s insufficient time after 
flowering for the corms to mature for the 
following year. 

Consequently, many treat it as an annu¬ 
al and grow it fresh each year in border 
groups or pots. 

Gladioli can also be used to fill gaps in 
borders, especially the late-flowering 
types, which provide a burst of colour 
when many other flowering shrubs and 
perennials have faded. 

All gladioli - and many summer-flower¬ 
ing bulbs in general - like rich, free- 
draining soil in a sunny, sheltered 
position. Plant gladioli in clumps of five 
to seven corms, 10cm (4in) deep and 10cm 
(4in) apart, during March and April.

Pic Wildlife Aid

mended weight. 

In spite of the jokes and the 
comparisons with prickly foot¬ 
balls, George was in serious 
trouble and could have died 
without a strict treatment 
regime. 

A heron recently brought 
into the wildlife hospital in 
Randalls Road highlighted the 
danger some animals face. It 
had a triple barbed fishhook 
caught in its thigh and was 
bound up in discarded fishing 
line. It had destroyed its beak 
in an attempt to get free. It was 
so badly injured that it had no 
chance of survival and was put 
down to put it out of its agony. 

As numbers brought to 
Wildlife Aid go up, so do its 
costs. It now has to find more 
than £300,000 a year to keep the 
doors open and is trying all 
sorts of fundraising ideas, in¬ 
cluding encouraging the pub¬ 
lic to adopt an animal - from 
£7.50 for a rabbit or similar 
small animal up to £22.50 for a 
badger. 

Although its patients are 
small, the bills are not and to 
operate on and treat a deer in¬ 
volved in a traffic accident 
costs £175. To hand rear and re¬ 
habilitate a fawn costs £300 
and to treat a fox with mange 
costs £45, so the bills add up. 

Last year the centre dealt 
with a record number of or¬ 
phan animals and birds and it 
expects to be equally busy this 
year which will put Wildlife 
Aid under increasing pressure. 

But not only is the centre 
short of money it is also short 
of space and a hunt for new 
premises has proved fruitless. 


“Sadly we are no nearer to 
finding a new premises for the 
centre, which, ideally, would 
help us to expand our patient 
intake. However, I hope and 
pray that some miracle will 
occur in the fullness of time to 
allow us to make this vital 
move,” said Simon Cowell who 
founded the charity in 1980 
when he grew disenchanted 
with his job in the City of Lon¬ 
don. 

When he’s not actively 
fundraising, Simon still goes 
out in the middle of the night 
on rescues and is deeply in¬ 
volved in the care of the ani¬ 
mals at the centre. 

One of his most recent res¬ 
cues involved climbing down a 
steep bank and into the icy 
River Mole to rescue a roe deer 
which had been frightened and 
jumped into the freezing water. 

“I believe we have a duty to 
do our best - a duty to our¬ 
selves and to all those future 
generations as yet unborn - so 
when they are, they are able to 
live in a world that they are 
able to enjoy. In time, they will 
become the guardians of our 
planet, but we must ensure 
that we leave the Earth in the 
best possible health, for them 
to protect for those that come 
after them. 

“It is not beyond the realms 
of possibility that, in years to 
come, one day we all wake up, 
open our back doors and look 
and listen and then see what? 
Nothing but the noise of indus¬ 
trial sounds - no birds, no ani¬ 
mals and possibly no green 
countryside at all.” 

Simon has dedicated his life 
to keeping his nightmare at 
bay by saving wildlife and edu¬ 
cating people about this coun- 


Wildlife Aid is too successful 
for its own good. The Leather- 
head animal hospital and sanc¬ 
tuary has earned itself an 
international reputation over 
its 25 years of existence and is 
acknowledged as being the 
best in its field in the UK. 

Its growing fame for provid¬ 
ing care for injured animals 
and birds brings in ever in¬ 
creasing numbers of patients 
but not, unfortunately, the 
funding to go with them which 
means that it regularly faces fi¬ 
nancial crisis in spite of con¬ 
tributions from a growing 
army of fans. 

The animal sanctuary makes 
regular appearances in the na¬ 
tional and local press and on 
television - the programme 
Wildlife Aid SOS is filmed 
there. 

Its latest celebrity patient

try’s natural heritage. He works with an 
equally dedicated group of vets, animal 
experts and other members of staff and a 
team of 120 volunteers to look after the 
rescued animals and birds with the aim of 
rehabilitating them back into the wild. 

He has attracted a growing list of 
celebrities to become patrons of the chari¬ 
ty, including Sir Cliff Richard, Chris Tar¬ 
rant, Julie Walters and Jenny Seagrove. 

People round the world are getting to 
know of his work through the television 
programme Wildlife SOS filmed at 
Leatherhead. 

In its 11th year it is now the longest run¬ 
ning programme of its type and is now 
shown on Animal Planet. “The success of 
‘SOS’ has been a double edged sword,” 
Simon admitted. 

“Yes it has brought us many more pa¬ 
tients (minus the funds) to support such 
an increase in admissions to the hospital, 
but it has also given us a unique platform 
to try to educate the general public about 
the plight of our wildlife. 

“We have the duty, the responsibility to 
do our best. We may not, individually be 


able to dramatically change the world - 
but then again, we might - but at least we 
can say to our children that we did our 
best. 

“Who is responsible for protecting what 
we have now? The answer is - all of us in¬ 
dividually, from central Government to 
children old enough to say the word ‘bad¬ 
ger’. And yes, we can, if we really want to, 
make a difference.” 

Wildlife Aid is a hospital and sanctuary 
for wildlife and is not generally open to 
the public because the charity wants to 
provide a quiet and stress free environ¬ 
ment for its patients. 

But this year it is offering a few tours for 
groups of a maximum of 20 people in ex¬ 
change for a donation of £200, but these 
are only available at certain times of the 
year. 

It does have one day a year - this year on 
June 15 - when it allows the public in to 
learn more about its work.

Life is a journey 

- make it a smart one 

The Smarter Travel Sutton project encourages residents to ‘think 
before they reach for their car keys’ and travel by more sustainable 
means instead. Now at the halfway mark, what has been achieved 
so far? And what can people do? 


‘Our ultimate aim is to see at least a five per 
cent reduction in resident car trips,’ explains 
Lee Parker, Project Manager for Smarter 
Travel Sutton. 

‘We’re not asking people to stop using their 
cars entirely,’ Lee continues. 'Just to think 
whether they could swap one car journey a 
week for an alternative.’ 

Lee says there is a problem with traffic 
congestion in Sutton, particularly at peak 
times. However, 48 per cent of commuters 
in Sutton travel 5km or less - an ideal 
distance for walking and cycling. 

The benefits of swapping a few car journeys 
for cycling or walking are clear. Regular 
exercise will improve health, help the local 
environment, and save money. 

Change won’t happen overnight, but by 
highlighting travel choices, providing bus and 
train information and creating more cycle 
parking, residents will be able to reduce 
their reliance on the car over time. 

Adventurous 

Funded by Transport for London, the 
Smarter Travel Sutton project launched in 
September 2006 and runs until March 2009. 

Similar three-year schemes have been 
taking place in Darlington, Peterborough 
and Worcester. But Lee says the Sutton 
project is 'the most ambitious and the most 
adventurous of its kind’. 

So far the signs are good - more than a third 
of residents surveyed are now considering, 
or willing to consider, reducing the amount 
of driving they do. 


Helping hand 

The project has lots of ways to help people 
if they do decide to drive less. Adult cycle 
training is available (contact the Council’s 
Environmental Call Centre on 020 8770 
5070 or 020 8770 5000) and information 
can be provided on borough walking, public 
transport and journey planning by visiting 
www.smartertravelsutton.org 

Travel plans, a tailored package to help 
increase people’s travel options and reduce 
solo car trips, are also being developed for 
schools and businesses. 

In fact, school travel plans have been a big 
hit in Sutton. By the end of this month every 
school in Sutton will have a travel plan. So 
far more than 1,300 children have benefited 
from cycling training run by the Council. All 
this can only be good news - especially as 
the school run accounts for one in five cars 
during the morning rush hour.

(covering more than 15,000 employees) 
are now taking part in the travel planning 
process. The plans encourage employees to 
car share and cycle to work. Smarter Travel 
Sutton can provide grants to businesses 
for bicycle storage and the installation of 
showers, and businesses can make huge 
savings by reducing the amount of land they 
need for parking space.

Last year Britons apparently spent more than £3.5 billion 
on chocolate, which equates to the consumption of more 
than 500,000 million metric tonnes, writes Sarah Barnarc 


Hitting the bar 


I tend to frown with suspicion upon any 
rare specimens of people who claim not 
to like chocolate, and challenge anyone 
who claims never to have had an inner 
pang for chocolate feasting. 

Chocolate is sacred - its history extends 
as far back as some 1500 years ago to the 
central American rainforests, where the 
climate was perfect for the cacao tree 
from which chocolate derives. 

The tree was worshipped by the Mayans 
at the height of their civilisation around 
AD300. They believed it was of divine ori¬ 
gin (the translation for cocoa in Mayan is 
god food) and brewed a spicy drink by 
roasting and pounding the seeds of the 
tree (cocoa beans) with maize and chilli 
peppers, then letting the mixture fer¬ 
ment. 

The Spanish were the first Europeans to 
welcome the arrival of cocoa, when dried 
fermented beans, which had been brought 
back by treasure fleets, were roasted and 
ground to become chocolate powder in 
which versions of the drink we’re famil¬ 
iar with today were made. 

England’s first chocolate shop was 
opened in London in 1657 by a French¬ 
man. In 1847 the first solid chocolate bar, 
Fry’s Cream Stick, manufactured by Fry 
& Sons of Bristol went on sale. 

Incredibly, not many people know how 
chocolate is made or how many different 
varieties exist. Its evolution has reached 
new heights as more 
ranges in flavour, 
aroma and texture 


coming more aware of high quality 
chocolate? 

The market has evolved in the last couple 
of years and more and more people are 
making fine chocolates in London. Now 
that the media has cottoned on, it’s help¬ 
ing educate people that there are alterna¬ 
tives to commercial chocolate. 


fine couverture (a term used to define 
quality chocolate coating that contains a 
high percentage of cocoa butter). 


What is the first step for people hop¬ 
ing to widen their appreciation of 
chocolate? 

Read the label. Commercial brands use 
additives and saturated fats. The reality is 
that Britain is confectionary driven and 
until recent EU laws changed, there was 
less guidance to adhere to when manufac¬ 
turing chocolate. 


Who do you look up to? 

Aside from the chefs I worked for in the 
past who hugely influenced and motivat¬ 
ed me, I am inspired by the chocolatier 
Jean-Paul Hevin, Pierre Herme (known 
as the ‘Picasso of pastry’), and Sadaharu 
Aoki. 


What’s the basis of good chocolate? 

It’s down to the quality of the three types 
of cocoa beans - Forastero, Criollo and 
Trinitario. Criollo and Trinitario are 
known as the gem in the chocolate world 
but make up only three per cent of the 
market as the trees aren’t very strong. 
Eighty five per cent of the market de¬ 
pends upon the mass-produced Forastero 
bean, which is of a lesser quality but 
grown in larger quantities and easier to 
come by. 


Where do you look to for new inspira¬ 
tion? 

For me it’s an obsession. If I have a new 
idea I experiment a lot to make it just 
right. Something may taste fine for a 
couple of days but a week later, one 
of the ingredients may mature and 
alter the taste. 


What’s your opinion on more 
radical flavours of chocolate? 

While there’s no disputing that re¬ 
search and effort go into making 
more unusual flavours, the cre¬ 
ators know that if they 
send out samples to food 
journalists, there’s al¬ 
ready a story there. In 
our collection we have 
unique blends such as 
yuzu-filled chocolates, 
but the real star is the

If you think St Patrick’s Day is 
about downing Guinness and 
wearing silly green hats, you 
are only half-right.

Unfortunately plumbing 
emergencies such as burst 
and frozen pipes do happen.

• Prevent water passing the

• Turn off the mains water 
supply at the stop valve 

• Ensure that your boiler is 
switched off. If the hot water 
system is frozen and the 
boiler is still alight then 
there could be a risk of 
an explosion 

• Carry out visual pipe checks 
where possible 


• Protect your belongings - 
move them away from the 
pipe to prevent water damage 
when the pipe thaws 

• If the frozen pipe runs from 
a storage cistern and is not 
controlled by a valve, check 
if it has split. If it has, open 
all cold water taps in the 
system and flush the WC in 
order to empty the cistern 

• If the pipe has not split then 
open the cold water tap 
nearest to the part of the pipe 
you think is frozen to allow 
the water to flow once the ice 
has melted 

• Speed up the thawing 
process by applying a hot 


water bottle or heated cloth 
to the frozen area of the pipe. 
Start at the end nearest the 
tap and work back towards 
the cold water tank

• Never use an electrical 
appliance or an open flame 
such as a blowtorch to thaw 
out the ice 

• Don’t try to thaw it too 
quickly as there may be splits

One for the long haul

Have you ever had your 
heart set on something for 
ages, bought it and then 
with a nagging sense of re¬ 
gret realised you’d just 
bought the wrong thing? 
That thought dawned on 
me at the wheel of the long 
term Ford Mondeo Titani¬ 
um X 2.5T. It’s a good car, 
make no mistake, but there 
are better cars. Better 
Mondeos in fact. Powered 
by diesel engines. Still, if 
regret is insight a day too 
late, consider me enlight¬ 
ened. There’s a lot to like 
about the 2.5T engine. It 
feels like a 3.5-litre normal¬ 
ly aspirated engine which 
is quite some compliment. 

Unfortunately, it also 
drinks like one, the test 
team rarely achieving an 
average of much over 
20mpg for the duration of 
the car’s 10,000 mile 
tenure. Strap a set of roof 
bars and a ski box to the 
Mondeo and that figure 


takes another dip but 
that’s exactly what we did 
when loading the car up 
with four people and a 
whole bunch of ski gear 
and aimed it at Andermatt 
in Switzerland, a 1,500 mile 
round trip away. 

We were impressed with 
the carrying capacity of 
the Mondeo. Grumbles? 
Aside from the so-so fuel 
economy, the car would 
tramline frequently; that is 
to follow small lateral lines 
in the road but the engine 
start button always felt a 
little superfluous. 

With a punchy diesel en¬ 
gine on board this Mondeo 
could have been one of our 
favourite long termers but 
all too often the recipients 
of the keys would groan as 
they faced another big fuel 
bill for their weekend’s jol¬ 
lies. Give me this same car 
but fitted with the TDCi 
140 diesel engine and op¬ 
tioned up with satellite 
navigation and I’d be hard 
pushed to find fault.
